Sonic ot the 1 not- crops like 
sweet potatoes and tapioca and fruits like 
bananas, papayas etc. give a veiy high yield per 
acre and are acceptable foods of high nutritionul value 
So far sufficient emphasis has not been laid on their pro- 
duction and utilisation. The Government of India have, 
therefore, decided to set up m the Ministry ot Food a 
“Subsidiary Food Production Committee’’ for this purpose. 

2. Before any large scale scheme of this type can be 
undertaken it would be necessary (o study a number of 
tochnicul and other problems regarding storage, keeping 
quality, paiatability, dehydration, cost etc It is, there- 
fore, proposed that in the first instance the Subsidiary 
Food Production Committee should undertake its work on 
an experimental basis but on a sufficiently large scale and 
place before Government by the end of January 1950, its 
conclusions on the feasibility ot the schema, the extent to 
which and the form in which it should be expanded and the 
likely cost involved, so that, if large scale production has 
to be undertaken, arrangements could be made in sufficient 
time for the expansion of production in 1950.
